It can hardly Dc denied that Judge Doo­ 
little is an ingenious man. In a political 
way he is very inventive, but he does not 
happen to be successful. He can straddle 
more political questions, add seem more 
earnest about it, than any other man In 
Wisconsin. Mr. C. H. Parker is taking 
lessons from the ex-Senator in jtraddling, 
and Parker being a very apt scholar, has

.GOEN STALK SUGAR. 


The Remits o f Heme Important E x­ 
periments Recently Made. 
A late Washington letter says: The tx* 
pertinent pf making sugar from cornstalks 
on p large acale is in progress at the agri­ 
cultural department. Some time ago the 
experiment was tried with success, but it 
was on so small a scale that it was impos 
•ible to;arnve at any data trom which the 
percentage of sugar from the stalk could 
he determined. The result of the first ex­ 
periment was brown sugar, which tastes 
very much like ordinary brown sugar 
produced trom sugar cane. 
It lackB only 
the purifying process to make it into 
white eugar, which can easily and success­ 
fully be accomplished. 
The syrup ob­ 
tained from the stalk is at first strongly 
acid. This is neutralized by the addition 
ot lye. The liquid Is then bolled down to 
molasses, it being subjected to substantially 
the same treatment that sorgrum receives. 
The molasses is then allowed to stand in a 
warm place for several days, until It has 
sufficiently crystalized, when It is put into 
a peen, and the molasses is separated from 
the crystals. 
Your representative tasted 
some of this liquid, and found that it had a 
taste 
resembling 
very 
much 
that 
of 
corn stalks. 
While the sugar, on 
the other hand, retained the taste of mo­ 
lasses, there was a flavor In it peculiar to 
corn stalks. . Being subjected still farther 
to a process ol purification this peculiar 
Savor will be got rid of. Then it can not 
be determined by taste whether the sugar 
was derived from sorghum, corn stalk or 
sugar cane. The only thing that remains 
to be developed by experience is whether 
enough sugar can be obtained to justify 
the manufacture to any considerable ex­ 
tent For the purpose of determining this 
porn! a large brick furnace has been erect­ 
ed on the agricultural grounds. 
About 
1,500 weight of stripped corn stalks was 
■ 


cd yesterday in a rolling mill 
and 
this sixty gallons of juice was obtain­ 
ed. H is was then put into a large kettle 
od the furnace and rendered neutral by 
the addition of lye, and then bolled down 
to proper consistency. It was then put in­ 
to another kettle and is undergoing the 
cryiUlizing process. In a few days sugar 
will be pressed from the molasses, when 
the exact percentage can be obtained. 
It 
is expected that this will be large enough 
to justify the manufacture of sugar trom 
corn stalks, at least by fsrmers for their 
own use. to a very general extent 
The 
corn stalks, which are now allowed to go 
to waste, and a great deal of leisure time, 
which the farmer always has, can thus be 
utilized.

The Presidents. 
At a recent Convention ol doctors, beld 
at Hamilton, Canada, Hon. Frank Leland, 
American Consul, responded as follows, to 
toe toast, “Tbe Presidents of the United 
States.” 
It wa9 not my expectation to ever be 
present at so large a council of doctors. 
However, I trust the case will not be at­ 
tended with serious result*. Mrs. Parting­ 
ton once raid—“There is no blessing like 
that of health, particularly when yon'are 
sick !” Bul it you are sick, then there is 
no blessing like a good doctor. These M. 
D.'s can well say to-night—Disease, be­ 
gone ! avaunt, ye lame and halt and blind, 
and while we gather around this festive 
board “let joy be unconfined.” Let heart 
beat to heart so warmly and closely that 
sot even the dissecting knife can sever 
them. Ase British subject never bottles ui 
his enthusiasm when the name of England a 
gracious Queen is mentioned, so an Amer­ 
ican is ever ready to give or take a dose in 
honor of the head of our great Republic. 
My early impressions of Hamilton, with 
its numerous factories and industrial in­ 
stitutions, were that it was the Manchester 
of Canada ; bat when I looked down upon 
this beautiful city from the Mountain, with 
its Jo,OOO people, its beautiful and a pac loos 
homes, and the numerous tapering spires 
pointing toward heaven, lying aa it does 
like a jewel at the base of the Mountain, 
with its emerald surroundings of hills and 
valleys, all beautified and adorned with 
God’s lovely trees; while Burlington Bay, 
like a great pearl glistening in the sunlight 
in the foreground, and the “Beach,” the 
Long Branch of Canada, away in the misty 
distance, while ^distance lent enchantment 
to the view,” I was led to exclaim, not 
Manchester, but Naples! beautiful Naples 
of the lair Canadian Dominion ! But I am 
expected to speak of the President of the 
United States. 
When we thick ol who 
have been Presidents of the United States 
—of the peerless Washington, whose coun­ 
sels were ever wise and tempered with 
moderation—of the two Adamses, who by 
their wisdom and patriotism made the 
very name of Adams revered almost like 
a royal name, the younger Adams having 
done more for civil liberty than any man 
of his time—and who did much to prepare 
the way for general emancipation which 
was finally consummated by Mr. Lincoln. 
When we think of Thomas Jefferson, au­ 
thor of the great chart of liberty—the Dec­ 
laration 
of Independence; oi Andrew 
Jackson who moulded everything to his 
iron will; of Abraham Lincoln (God blet* 
his revered name for eyer), who not only 
saved the American Republic from disin­ 
tegration In a war that would have de­ 
stroyed any other nation on earth, eman­ 
cipated a race, and gave utterance in his 
famous Gettysburg address to sentiments 
that will go down the centuries with the 
grand thought of the sages of earth, and 
whose noble sentiment, “ With ohanty for 
all—with malice toward none”—touched 
every heart in the wide, wide world. When 
we think of General Grant, who said to 
me conquered Lee, under the little apple 
tree at old Appomatox, “ Go home in 
peace and let us have peace”—while 
the echo “let us have peace,” resounded 
around the world ; and when we think of 
Rutherford B. Hayes, the present Presi­ 
dent, of whom it was truly said in war “no 
brayer soldier ever drew a sword,” and 
the tributes of honor and affection every­ 
where paid to him in his present tour 
through the great West, show how much 
he la revered by a great, free .people ; and 
it there tver was agy doubt ta the minds 
of any in reference to President Hayes’ 
legal title to the Presidency, that doubt 
bas been entirely dispelled by the Potter 
Investigating Committee, and the decision 
ol the Eleetoral Ccm miss ion—tbs hi 


have all made a mistake. These witnesses 
have been discussing what has occurred 
on oar (the Confederate) right, and there 
was no battle there on that day. 
The en­ 
gagement was on our left 
I know it was 
a heavy one, for I was in it on the ex­ 
treme left. Jackson, A. P. Hill andpStosrt 
fought there, and Hiii’bC irps was a large 
one, numbering 
perhaps 
10,000 meo. 
Longstreet 
was 
on 
the 
right, 
aud 
had 
just 
got 
bis men up, and there was no fighting 
on that part of the line. 
These witnesses 
are honest, and really believe they report­ 
ed the situation correctly, but they did not 
know what was going on on the extreme 
left. To assure myself that I could not be 
mistaken, I recently examined tLu reports 
of Generals Jackson and Hill and their 
subordinate officers, aud these reports con­ 
firmed my recollection of the date. 
They 
reported a heavy engagement on our left 
that daj*. Pope was right about that. 
I 
was captured in Pope’s campain, and by 
that incident have a pretty clear recollec­ 
tion of the events which occurred about 
that time. I have no special friendship for 
General Pope, but that is the truth.”
